Lovers of saur kraut w ill have to 
learn to deny themselves that dish un­ 
less some of the local grocerymen can 
pretty quickly get some additional 
carloads of cabltage here. 
The cabbage clop in all this section 
was a practical failure this summer 
because of the drought and only a very 
few (lersons of the many who set out 
plants have anything to show for it. 
Thousands of tender cabbage stalks 
dried up during the dry weather. 
From Cashtown along the mountain 
to Latimore it is said that the crop is 
fairly good but elsewhere it amounts 
to practically nothing. 
It is said the cabbage crop was not 
for many years so greatly damaged as 
the past summer. 
If the demand for more carload* of 
the vegetable cannot 
be 
supplied 
there’ll be such a dearth in the saur 
kraut supply as w ill cause a lot of 
grum bling in more than one house­ 
hold.

one more march, when they encoun 
tered rough Ice and a lead of open wa 
ter. They did not enter this rough loe, 
nor cross the lead, but turned west­ 
ward or southw estw ard a short dis 
tan ce and returned to Heiberg Land 
at a point west of w here they had left 
the cache and where the four men had 
turned bark. 
“Here they remained four or five 
sleep* and during th a t tim e I-took a 
shoo went back to the cache and got 
his gun. which he had toft there, and a 
few item s of supplies. 
“When asked why only a fsw sup­ 
plies were taken from the cache, the 
boys replied that only a small am ount 
of provisions had been used in Che few 
days since they left th e cmohe, and 
that their sledges SINT had all they 
could carry, so that titoy could not 
take mors.

Yes; tho sledges SUM 
had about all they could carry, so 
they were able to u k e but a fear 
things from th# cache. 
“From here they then went south­ 
west along 
tbs northw est coast of 
Heiberg Land to a point indicated on 
the map (Sverdrup’s Cape N orthw est). 
“From here they went west across 
th# ice, which was level and covered 
with snow, offering good going, to a 
low Island which they had seen from 
th* shore of Heiberg Land at Cape 
N orthw est On this Island they cam p 
ed for one sleep. 
“The size and position of this inl­ 
aid . as drawn by the first boy, was 
criticised by the second boy as being 
too large and too far to the west, the 
second boy calling the attention of 
the first to the fact that the position 
of the island was more nearly In line 
with the point where they had left 
Flelberg I^and (Cape N orthwest) and 
the channel between Amund Ringnes 
Land and Ellef Ringnes Land. 
“This criticism and correction was 
accepted by the first boy. who started 
to change the position of the island, 
but was stopped, as Commander Peary

Blue Blood of T h o ro u g h b red s N eces­ 


s a r y For K eeping U p S tan d ard . 
A writer In Farm and Progress says: 
A mistaken idea that is very mislead­ 
ing and practiced by a great many 
farmers is in using a grade sire to 
grade up their herds or flock. 
The use of a grade aire in breeding 
any Gass of live stock cannot be too 
Ftrougly condemned, and I am sure if 
those who us** grade sires would rec- 
oguize the laws that govern breeding 
they would not use them. 
The temptation to use grade sires, 
however, is iuvariably on account of 
the low price for which he can be se­ 
cured and the resemblance he bears 
to the pure bred auimai. In case he is 
one-half 
blood 
grade, 
mated 
with 
scrub breeding stock, there would be 
three parts of scrub blood to one part 
of improved blood, and in this event 
Improvement would be impossible. 
Take a grade sire, the product from 
a second cross, a three-fourths blood 
grade, 
mated 
with 
scrub breeding 
stock, there would be in this union 


O X FO RD DOWN RAM. 
Ave parts of scrub blood to three parts 
of Improved blood. 
The work of im­ 
provement has made no progress. 
Even with a grade sire from the 
third 
cross, a 
seven-eighths 
blood 
grade, mated with the scrub breedlug 
stor k, there would be Dine parts of 
scrub blood to seven of improved 
blood, scrub blood still in the major­ 
ity and Improvement held back, as tills 
scrub blood is wonderfully prepotent 
These facts should demonstrate the 
fallacy of using grade sires for im­ 
proving or grading up our live stock, 
for In them breed, prepotency and 
characteristics have not been fully es­ 
tablished and fixed. Therefore they do 
not possess that power to transm it 
the desired or breed qualities and im­ 
provement of their offspring. 
On the other hand, in this process of 
grading up or improving our livestock 
the pure bred sire has that power 
from a long line of pure bred ancestry 
of transmitting to his offspring his 
breed, characteristics, traits and indi­ 
vidual excellence with a remarkable 
degree of certainty, as breed, charac­ 
teristics. uniformity of type, quality 
and production to live stock are the 
triumph of persistent and long line of 
straight breeding. 
The use of a grade sire will only 
lead to degeneracy or scrubs, disap­ 
pointment and failure. 


Disposition of Brooders. 
In breeding profitable horses care 
should be taken to select animals 
known to possess desirable qualities 
Vicious mares should not be bred. 
Evsry year bad dispositinned horses 
•end Quite a number of persons to pre­ 
mature graves and cripple others, 
while the material damage tiny do is 
quite considerable.
